THE  HA^ffiUPG  A:^TD  COPENIIAGEIT  iJPLE  MARKETS 

At  the  Hamburg  auction  on  Thursday,  December  18,  barreled  apple 
prices  declined  aonewhat  from  those  mlin<g:]ast  week,  baskets  held  about 
the  same,  and  boxes  were  up  or  down  by  va,rieties,  according  to  a  cable 
from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Eruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,    Boxed  Jonathans  made  slight  gains  in 
price  over  last  week,  Spitzenbergs  axi6  Winter  Bananas  sold  at  about  the 
same  levels,  and  Winesaps,  Homes  and  Ortleys  showod  som.e  decline. 
Barreled  apple  prices  are  still  som.ewhat  above  prices  ppj.d  at  this  time 
last  year,  but  bozos  continue  to'  sell  at  lover  levels  than  last  year. 
About  55,000  boxes,  1,100  baskets  and  22,000  barrels  were  offered  at  the 
auction  com.pared  with  66,000  boxes,  23,000  baskets  and  29,000  barrels 
last  week.     This  diminution  in  supplies  is  a  healthy  one  since  there  is 
usualljr  a  ferket  decline  during  the  Christmas  holiday  season  in  Europe, 
particularly  in  the  Unitr'd  Kingdom.    Mr.  Motz  reports  that  real  emimation 
in  the  market  is  lacking  at  present  and  tliat  inquiry  is  m.orc  of  the  specu- 
lative nature. 

Prices  at  Copenh-a.gen  on  Tuesday,  December  16  for  boxed  apples  were 
on  abo\it  the  sam.c  levels  -or  slightly  bcl'^v?  Hamburg  prices.    However,  the 
Coponha.gen  m^arkot ,  when  compared  vath  Hamburg  and  Rotterdajn,  has  been 
som.cwhat  disappointing,  according  to  Mr.  Mot2:.     Supplies  of  American  apples 
have  not  been  excessive  but  on  the  whole  price  levels  have  been  on  a  lower 
plane  than  those  ruling  in  nearby  markets  for  American  apples.  Present 
values  show  some  improvem.ent ,  however,  and  the  immediate  outlook  is  favor- 
able .
